Hardened

Armed Cruiser Sunk 
It was an hour when Britain 
counted eight more dead and 60

insure the independence and free­ 
dom of the people it is imperative 
that iramdiate measures be taken 
to mobilize the nation’s strength.” 
Under the bill, aimed at devel­ 
oping an army and navy-trained 
reserves of 4,000,000 
men.

service would he required to un­ 
dergo eight months* training. Af­ 
ter completion of training, a man 
would he a member of the enlist­ 
ed reserve corps for IO years, or 
until he reached 45.

RAILWAYMAN 
GETS PENSION 


David Reese of Iron Mt. 
Served 50 Years 
With C & N W 


With French Fleet, Axis Would Have Sea Superiority

Iron Mountain— Completing 50 
continuous years of service with 
tile Chicago and North W estern 
railroad— in addition to prior ser­ 
vice, at intervals, before he landed 
his first steady job with the com­ 
pany on A pril 16, 1890— David T. 
Reese, aged 70 years, living at 
914 Vulcan street and a resident 
of Iron Mountain for 3 4 years, has 
vetired on pension. 
He submitted his resignation to 
tile company on 
his 
seventieth 
birthday, May l l , but was per­ 
mitted to continue to the end of 
the month, working his last day 
in the North Western yards here 
M ay 31. 
Mr. Reese's life story is 
that of many other veteran 
Toad men who knew 
what 
wanted to do when still in 
’teens, and kept at it. until 
got what they wanted. 
Horn in Escanaba 
Horn May l l . 1870, at Esca­ 
naba, Mr. Reese’s fam ily moved 
when lie was a year and a half 
old to Oshkosh, W is. 
He resided 
there until the spring of 1887, 
nnd then went to Escanaba, just 
“ to look around." 
On his seven­ 
teenth birthday he was given a 
job as an oil boy in the North 
W estern yards at Escanaba, and 
I bought then he was on his way 
for a lifetim e of service with the 
company. 
He was to make several trips 
back and forth from Oshkosh to 
Escanaba, however, and to have 
many youthful experiences as fire­ 
man on a switch engine in 1890. 
E a rly 
in 
December, 1887, he 
was assigned to watching e n g i n e s 
In the yard, but later the same 
month he returned to his home 
In Oshkosh, remaining there that 
w inter and until 
the spring of 
1 888. 
Once more, however, he 
“ f e lt the call.’’ nnd 
in 
March, 
1 888, he returned 
to 
Escanaba 
find worked there until the latter 
part of June, of the same year. 
Illness Units Him 
Taken 
suddenly 
ill, 
he 
was 
forced to return home once more, 
and 
remained 
there 
until 
the 
spring of 1 889— then back to E s­ 
canaba again, but only for a short 
while. 
He worked in the North 
W estern yards for a time, and left 
to accept a job as boiler fireman at 
the Iron King mine at Ironwood. 
He was there only six weeks when 
the property shut down, nnd Reese 
was out of work again. 
This time he decided to “ stretch 
out,” and he made his 
way 
to 
North 
Dakota 
where, 
he 
had 
learned, there was a colony of 
W isconsin residents, some from in 
nnd about his home town of Osh­ 
kosh. 
H e met many friends there, 
some of whom urged him to buy 
land and remain. 
“ I told them I wouldn’t trade 
oily part of my home country for 
the whole state of Dakota,” he 
said. 
“ I wanted to get right back 
home— and I got there, too." 
He 
returned the hard way- 
hitching 
trains. 
‘‘There were no long lines 
of automobiles to ‘thumb’ in those 
days,” he said. 
Met “Sitting Hull” 
Before leaving Dakota lie again 
tried to “ hitch up” with a ra il­ 
road job, this time with the North­ 
ern Pacific. 
But jobs were scarce 
for inexperienced young men and 
he failed to connect. 
He recalls 
spending the Fourth of Ju ly of 
that year at Bism ark, N. D., where 
he met the ‘‘original and genuine” 
Sifting Bull. 
“ He was an old man then.” Mr. 
Reese said, “ and he walked on a 
heavy c a n e , or crutch. 
I met him 
at a baseball game between the 
whites and the Indians, at Bis­ 
mark.

“ Ever since I got my first Job 
with the railroad,” lie said. “ I had 
always wanted to work steadily 
in one community, returning home 
to my fam ily each night. 
I finally 
got that here in Iron Mountain, 
and I have been happy because 
of it all through the years.” 
Only one serious mishap marred

service- an injury re­ 
ceived when lie fell from the top 
of a cab In 1910. and which kept 
him out of work for ten and a half 
months.

France trod 
the same path hut 
faced dictatorship

ance, even when the situation be­ 
came desperate. 
She citing 
to 
the 8-hour day as a sop to labor 
and retained three per rent inter­ 
est for investors, 
crushing 
the 
middle class as between the jaws 
of a vise. 
England and France 
saw the need of getting guns. hut 
refused to give up “ gadgets.” 
Delay XX a- Suicidal 
The Allies' weak, stupid, and 
stubborn delay in resorting 
to 
self-sacrifice had the effect of dis­ 
arming 
tile 
democracies. 
Two 
precious, priceless 
years 
were 
lost, wasted in dilly-dallying and 
delusions that security somehow 
could be won without paying the 
price. 
W e live today in a world 
where no nation has the privilege 
of choosing between free-and-easy 
indulgence and resolute devotion 
to duties. 
The only alternative is 
between dictation by force from 
without and self-discipline devel­ 
oped from within. 
The cold realism of what the 
Germans in 1938 told me about 
the Allies has a ruthless applica­ 
tion to Am erica today. 
Just as 
England and France were at last 
driven to strip for the necessities 
of warfare, so the United States 
will be driven to strip 
for 
the 
necessities of defense. 
Any other 
policy on our part will give us 
only “ phoney” defenses, fit only 
for phoney wars. 
Recent history 
gives proof 
that 
any 
country 
which makes ready 
merely 
for 
m ilitary defense is preparing it­ 
self for defeat. 
Hope of security 
demands also the upbuilding of 
national character into more hero­ 
ic stature. 
Ixx»k Out for J a pa n 
Never forget that here in the 
United States we must he 
p r e ­ 
pared for the possibility that the 
Axis powers, 
including 
Japan. 
will gang up against America. W e 
must take steps not only to pro­ 
tect ourselves against infiltration. 
or the secret 
'•apping 
of 
our 
strength by fifth 
columns, 
hut 
must revamp our attitude toward 
leisure, 
waste. 
and 
behavior. 
Tanks, 
planes, battleships. 
and 
other m aterial armor ran be built 
in less time than it takes to erect j 
moral defenses and rearm the na­ 
tional spirit. 
This means that a 
spiritual awakening must accom­ 
pany any successful defense pro­ 
gram; 
and 
that 
such 
effort 
should start at once. 
If the Germans listened to our 
President’s fireside talk of several

Forecasts 
To He Available 
Locally

Washington, (IN P .)— Tho U. S. 
W eather Bureau is all set to start 
forcasting weather a week in 
ad­ 
vance under a system 
developed 
by American meteorologists, 
T h " start of 
long-range 
fore­ 
casts on 
a 
nationwide 
scale 
is 
scheduled to be m a d e within a few 
weeks in collaboration with 
the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Tech­ 
nology at Cambridge, Mass. 
W eather data from all parts of 
th' nation will he gathered by the 
weather bureau and 
charted 
for 
Dr. it. C. W illet,o 
of 
M .I.T. 
Ile 
will prepare the forecasts in 
col­ 
laboration with 
weather 
bureau 
met urologists. 
These forecasts 
w ill 
he 
sent 
twice a week -each for seven days 
in a d v a n c e 
to 
weather 
bureau 
stations throughout Hie 
country. 
Local forecasters w ill 
check 
the 
forecasts and make any necessary 
changes for local conditions before 
issuing them. 
Value In Dollars Stressed 
"T h e value of such 
long-range 
forecasts to agriculture, 
aviation 
and other industries w ill
